The constabulary would he head­ 
ed by a superintendent appointed by 
the governor and a deputy to be ap­ 
pointed by the superintendent. S al­ 
aries would Ih1 as follows: Superin­ 
tendent ,$4,000 annually; 
deputies 
$3,000; captains 
$2,400; 
Lieuten­ 
ants, $2,100: first sergeant, 
1,500; 
duty 
seargeant 
$2,380: 
eorpbral 
$1,300; private $1,200.

To the fat in the pan add 
half a cupful of rice that has been 
partly cooked and drained. When the 
rice has taken up all the fat add two 
cupfuls of stock, milk or boiling wa­ 
ter and a half a teaspoonful of sa lt;

FUTURE PROSPECTS ARE GOOD

Berlin, Jan. 5. (fly M ail)— German 
shipbuilders 
are laying their plans 
for the future on the development of 
off-burning rather than coal-burning 
ships. At present, there is some de­ 
velopment of motor-ships, using Die­ 
sel motors like 
those 
which drove 
the U-boats. Builders, however, en­ 
tertain divergent views as to 
the 
practicability of the motor ship, the 
Bremen group holding more enthus­ 
iastically a brief for this type than 
do the Hamburg builders. 
Fourteen ship lines operating 
m 
Germany 
have 
recently 
increased 
their capital from 311,500,000 marks 
to 
447,000,000 
marks, 
in part to 
meet higher costs and in part to pre­ 
vent foreign 
lines from 
getting a 
grasp on the concerns. German lines 
are now’ operating to all parts of the 
world, and the prospects for the fu ­ 
ture are regarded as rather good, 
despite the fact that the process of 
rebuilding a merchant marine is nec­ 
essarily slow'. 
Recent alliance between steel con­ 
cerns and shipbuilders are happy at 
the fact 
that 
their 
workers 
are 
showing a 
healthy 
willingness 
to 
“ stick to the 
job.” 
Purchases 
of 
ships from 
outside are necessarily 
limited by high exchange.

considerable chartering, but the ten­
